Incidentally, an information op­ 
erator, when asked if there was a 
listing for former Texas Senator 
Tom Connally, replied there was 
no senator by that name hut that 
there was a Tom Connally with 
the middle name of "Hon” which 
she pronounced "hahn.” 
There is a middle name, or was. 
Ix>ng since dropped, it Is Terry. 
In the big biographical directory 
of the American Congresses, list­ 
ing all who have served between 
1774 and 1949, you will find that 
Tom Connally, with Thomas Terry 
listed in parenthesis, took his seat 
in the House March 4, 1917. 
He 
served in that body, from the Cen­ 
tral Texas lith D istrict, until 
March 3, 1929, then moved to the 
Senate. 
He stepped out voluntar­ 
ily January 3 ,1953. 
Still regal looking ca n y in g his 
six-foot-plus figure erectly, the 
silvery haired 80-year-old Texan 
now lives here In retirement with 
his gracious wife. 
She was the 
widow of the late Texas Senator 
Morris Sheppard w*hen they were 
married in the early 1940s.

In the big biographical directory 
of the American Congresses, list­ 
ing all who have served between 
1774 and 1949, you w ill find that 
Tom Connally, with Thomas Terry 
listed in parenthesis, took his seat 
in 1he House March 4.

served in that body, from the Cen­ 
tral Texas lit h D istrict, until 
March 3, 1929, then moved to the
